Hoover, as an avowed candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Presi- 
dent, today assumed tho direction of 
the activities in his behalf. 
In a 


statement made by him today, to be 
sent to all the 
Hoover Republican 


cubs throughout thr 
country. Mr. 


Hoover suggosts how those activities 
should be carried on. 


The former food administrator de- 


clared in effect: 


That he is a Republican, although 


he cannot claim "years, of demon?,trat- 
ed work with mechanical politicians." 


That he would not accept "i nomi- 


nation fiom the Democratic party or 
an independent agency. 


That he had no apologies to offer 


for support of Presicnt Wilson while 
connected with his administration 
(reference being to his letter indors- j 
ing the President'*, plea for the elec- 
tion of a Democratic Congress.) 


That he doe« not wi.sh Ins friends to 


enter him as a candidate in any presi- 
flwttft1 primal'f^, but 
prefer,* 
they 


spread their views "to the tountry 
ami the delegate^ already named." 


That while money, of course, must 


be expended in that work, he hopes 
the clubs will confine themselves to 
small amounts and be prepaied to 


; open the books foi inspection. 
' 
That hp will be unable to make a 


personal canvass because of bis du- 
ties in European relief work. 


Mr. Hoover meets tlic criticisms 


that he is not a party man by .saying 
he believes in teamwork and that a 
primary sen.se of such an idea would 
prelude his permitting his narfie to 
be presented for favor by other par- 


I ties.

That statement unquestionably dis- 


poses in the negative of the question 
as to whether Mr. Hoover would per 
mit his name to be enteied for the 
presidential preference in the Penn- 
sylvania primaries. 


Text of Statement 


The statement said: 
"I shall be unable to take part in 


a personal canvass, as my adminis- 
trative obligations to several organi- 
zations engaged in the starvation re- 
lief in Europo are buch, until their 
next harvest, that I can givo little 
time to any other matter1;. 


"Having refuseJ to allow my name 


to be put into tlio primaries hitherto 
at eveiy place where I have been con- 
sulted, so far as I know it has only 
been done in the .states of California 
and Michigan and m one solitary dis- 
trict outside. 
As thero is little or- 


ganization on my behalf, except the 
clubs that have sprtfng up spontan- 
eously over the country, and as most 
of tho primames are closed, and at 
this late date no organization is pos- 
sible that could compote with other 
organizations, I do jot consider my

I at once 
admit that my political interest was 
confined to membership In a promi- 
nent Republican club ami allegiance 
to the party over years, but I earned 
my living in one of those professions 
that require so inteimittent a shift of 
residence from my beSme base as tO> 
preclude my taking such a part as I 
should have liked in the privilege,of 
every citizen at the polts 
'-*iL. 


"At least no one ca^t find political 


expediency in these things, so that to 
all those voters who believe that 
these things comprise the basis of 
choice before the party convention I 
wish it said at once that I make no 
pretense to come wjthin the limits, of 
their retirements 


"The purpose of the political par- 


ties, as 1 soe them, is to organize 
teamwork for the advancement and 
consmmation of their views on the is- 
sues and measures that are before us 
and the securing of men in public 
office who will give execution to these 
issues and measures. Therefore, I 
trust, first that the men and women 
who do me the groat honor to advo- 
cate my name will bear in mind that 
personal criticism of the other names 
before the party ate chiefly of service 
o the opposition. All these men are 
mtriotic, honorable Americans. They 
lave all served the country well and 
are entitled to respect; second I trust
